“A GREAT MAN FALLEN” 


Whoever would write a biography of 
Rev. D. G. McQueen, D.D., must also 
write an account of the growth of Ed- 
monton from the hamlet of 1887 to the 
city of 1930. ; 

Throughout that long period of 
forty-three years, Dr. McQueen minis- 
tered to one Edmonton congregation. 
But his interest was never restricted to 
the spiritual care of his congregation or 
the duties imposed by his calling. What- 
ever made for the welfare of his fellow- 
men found in him a ready and active 
champion. He was a participant, not 
merely a spectator, of the events of his 
time ana vlace. 

From the days when he played base- 
ball on the old-time “nine,” the social, 
economic and educational interests of 
the community were the interests of 
this pioneer missionary; not less really 
than the teaching of religion and the 
maintenahce of high mecral standards. 
His influence has been broad and 
strong, a steadying foree exerted 
through many relationships and touch- 
ing men of many creeds. 

The great congregation he has so 
long served will lament the passing of 
their veteran minister with peculiar 
keenness. The people of the city gener- 
ally will recognize that in his going Ed- 
monton has lost one of its greatest citi- 
zens. And to thousands, in Edmonton 
and throughout Canada, there will be 
the pang of a broken friendship. 

FINISH THE JOB NEXT YEAR , 

The Government of British Colum- 
bia is to proceed next spring with the 
extension of the Kamloops-Blue River 
highway to Swift Creek, near the west- 
ern boundary of Jasper park, a direct 
distance of about forty miles. 

The Dominion Government is being 
urged to proceed at once with the con- 
struction of an east and west highway 
through the park, to connect with the 
British Columbia highway at the west- 
ern boundary and with the prospective 
Jasper highway at the eastern bound- 
ary 


The question for Alberta is: will the 
Jasper highway be completed by the 
time British Columbia and the Domin- 
ion have built their respective sections, 
and Edmonton thus connected by a di- 
rect motor road with Vancouver and all 
points on the Pacific coast? 

That certainly can be done if federal 
assistance is secured toward the con- 
struction of the Jasper highway. Other- 
wise it may not be possible to carry 
through the undertaking by that time, 
in view of the demands upon the pro- 
vincial treasury for road-construction 
elsewhere in the province. 

There is good reason to suppose this 
federal assistance can be secured if it 
is gone after resolutely, and the Jasper 
highway completed next summer. And 
if the Dominion Government made a 
grant in aid of the Jasper highway there 
would be no doubt about it building the 
highway through the park in time to 
link up the Alberta and British high- 


ways when these reach the park 
boundaries. 
MR. HITLER'S PROGRAM 
The program of the German Fas- 


cists, as stated by one of their number 
in the Reichstag, is something to cause 
the former Allied countries to sit up and 
take notice. 

If Hitler were in power, backed by 
a Fascist majority, that program would 
be a direct challenge to the former Al- 
lies, a challenge which would mean 
peace or war according as they did or 
did not consent to wipe out all the safe- 
guards and penalties they thought it 
necessary to write into the terms of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

Hitler is not in power. But his party 
in the Reichstag is nine times stronger 
than it was before the general elections 
a few weeks ago. It is already strong 
enough to cause the Government to re- 
cast its whole economic policy in hope 
of checking the revival! of the nationalist 
spirit to which the Fascists appeal. That 
it is a growing party its political 
opponents y recognize, and it is 
possible that another election may make 
the Fascist program the national! policy 
of Germany. 

Uniess and until that happens, it is 
the German government, not the former 
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Allies, who will have to deal with Hitler 
and his “brown shirts”, But the coun- 
tries which dictated the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles can strengthen the hands of the 
Government at Berlin if they make plain 
that the Fascist threat is noted al 

that its significance is understood, 
that they intend to be prepared to pro- 
tect themselves and their rights should 
its authors gain power. 

One reaction, it is to be hoped, will 
be a slackening in the former Allied 
countries of the demand for the reduc- 
tion of armament to the point of dis- 
armament. Germany now has a new 
navy. It has the most efficient diri- 
gibles ever built, It is a strong contend- 
er for airplane supremacy. With a grow- 
ing political party in Germany threat- 
pe Re to bri these into use, and to 
adopt universal military service, to back 
its demand for the abrogation of the 
Treaty of Versailles, it is time to have 
done with theories and face facts. 

Hitler has destroyed the pleasant 
dream that no country now contem- 
plates resorting to war to further its na- 
tional aims. He expressly declares that 
he will resort to war to put through his 


program, unless the former Allies con- 


sent to the scrapping of the treaty and 
the attainment of his ether objectives 
without resistance. That surely is 
plain enough to arouse apprehensions 
even in the mind of a pacifist.
